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Does Integration Downgrade Schools? 


In any discussion of integration of 


schools in the southern states, someone is 
rare to point out that one of the chief ob- 
jections is that introduction of a large 
number of Negro children, into what 
formerly was an all white school, tends to 
lower the rate and the standards of learn- 
ing to the detriment of the white children. 
This is a serious matter and is considered 
by many people a legitimate argument 
against integration. 


But as usual, when such a proposition 


is advanced, someone stands ready to con- 
duct a study or a survey or take a poll or 
otherwise determine the reason for such a 
condition. Recently in Washington. D. C~ a 
study was made which bears upon this 
proposition. The project undertaken was 
called "talent search" and was directed at 
finding a way of wiping out the educational 
lag of pupils who live in economic and cul- 
tural poverty. 


£!acfarland Junior High School and 


Roosevelt High School were chosen for this 
work. The entering class of seventh graders 
at Macfarland was selected as the pilot 
group for a 6-year program to carry 
through graduation from Roosevelt High 
School. Both Macfarland and Roosevelt 
schools have gone through marked area 
population change* in recent years. At pres- 
ent about 92 per cent of the pupils in the 
project are Xegroes. 


The pupils were divided into two groups 


of about 200 each. Students in the top hon- 
or track were excluded as were the poorer 
students in the basic track. Those included 
in the study have I. Q. scores in the "low 
normal" nineties.

Insect Bites Can be Fatal 


More Americans die each year from in- 


sect stings than from snake bites, according 
to an article published in Today's Health 
and reprinted in a bulletin from the Amer- 
ican Medical association. 


Insect stings probably cause 
more 


deaths because most people are unaware of 
the fact that an insect sting can be fatal 
whereas nearly everyone knows the danger 
of snake bites and most people avoid snakes 
on all occasions. The article explains that 
medical authorities believe that the severe 
reactions to insect stings are the result of 
an allergy. At the same time no one knows 
exactly how many people are allergic to 
stings of insects but it is suspected that se- 
vere reactions occur more commonly than 
generally supposed. In fact, the article says 
that many unrecognized cases of deaths by- 
insect stings may have been attributed to

A good thing to remem- 
ber is that bees and wasps do not attack 
human beings unless they are frightened or 
unless they believe their hives or nests are 
being attacked.

The fight- 
er reached its operating ceil- 
ing at about 10,000 feet below 
the U-2*. which was flying at 
70,000 feet. The fighter fired 
its cannon in vain, and the 
U-2 flew onwards untouched.
